The new Catholic high school drew 
students from a 30-mile radius and 15 par­ 
ishes, thus closing several small area 
parochial schools. 
It was hard to sell many of the parish 
residents on the idea because of “ aged . 
loyalties to their schools,” Father Hain 
says. 
But today, the superintendent claims 
Aquinas has “ a new' and much more intel­ 
ligent loyalty. 
“ They realize how much the consolida­ 
tion has done for the educational opportuni­ 
ties of their young. 
“ We now' have the physical plant and 


a 
better curriculum than was possible m the 
smaller schools.”

“ We are up 71 students from last year.

.According to the spokesman, the David

Th e end is ex pected to come th is week 
fdr th is 8 7 th session of Congress, th e longest 
session since 19 51. And th e end will come 
with th e political impact of th e session v ery 
mu ch in dou bt. It is qu estionable wh at ef­ 
fect th is session will h av e on its many 
political races across th e land wh ere th e 
ou tcome is considered at all u ncertain. Th e 
administration record in th is Congress is 
not a v ery ou tstanding one, despite th e 
big 26 2 to 174 majority it h as in th e Hou se 
and th e 6 4 to 36 Senate majority . 
Th ere 
isn’t any qu estion 
th at th is 
makes it difficu lt for th e President* to 
make th e rou nds of th e states th u mping for 
fav orite candidates on 
th e grou nds th at th ey 
are 
needed in 
Con­ 
gress to bolster h is 
own programs. Voters 
migh t well ask ju st h ow big a majority 
Mr. Kennedy wou ld need to get th e job 
done. If GOP reperesentation in th e two 
bodies became mu ch smaller, th e party 
wou ld h ardly be in ex istence at all. Still, 
th e situ ation is not with ou t some points for 
th e President to make. A su bstantial bloc 
of Democratic senators and representativ es 
comes from th e Sou th wh ere party loy alty 
h as been of little importance in th ese day s 
of civ il righ ts battles. 
Too, organization of both legislativ e 
bodies h as been decidedly in fav or of th e 
Repu blicans. Beh ind Sen. Kv erett Dirksen 
in th e Senate and Kep. ( h arles Halleck in 
th e Hou se, th e Repu blicans h av e been well 
organized, well disciplined and an effectiv e 
opposition force. 
On th e oth er h and, th e Democrats lost 
th eir leadersh ip in both th e Senate, wh ere 
Vice President Ly ndon Joh nson once h eld 
sway , and th e Hou se wh ere th e late Rep. 
Sam Ray bu rn was th e power and th e gu id­ 
ing influ ence. On top of th is, th e Demo­ 
cratic party su ffered th e loss of su pport of 
certain key members of th e party on a 
nu mber of v ital issu es, inclu ding ex panded 
aid to edu cation, medical care for th e aged 
and foreign aid.

In th e case of th e latter. Rep. Otto 
Passman of Ix iu isiana abandoned h is Demo­ 
cratic label to lead th e attack against th e 
administration’s $4.7 billion aid measu re. 
He was su ccessfu l enou gh to h av e nearly 
a billion dollars cu t from th e measu re, 
assu ming th e Senate th is week giv es final 
approv al to th e compromise agreed u pon 
between th e Hou se and Senate. Th is is re­ 
ported to be an appropriation with wh ich 
th e administration can still liv e bu t th e 
action is considered a h arbinger of ev en 
more drastic action in th e fu tu re.

th e pu blic and th e Congress, foreign aid is 
in for an ev en worse dru bbing th e nex t 
time it comes u p on th e legislativ e floor. 
Th e administration is aware of th is, of 
cou rse, and continu es to pry into th e cor­ 
ners of foreign aid to find a program th at 
can win th e su pport of th e nation. Too 
prev alent to be dismissed is th e widespread 
belief th at ou r foreign aid program h as 
not giv en u s th e kind of div idends we 
want. Bu t equ ally difficu lt is a determina­ 
tion of ex actly wh at it is th at we do 
want. We want foreign aid to h elp people 
wh o are u nable to h elp th emselv es bu t th is 
h u manitarian goal Is certainly not th e only 
objectiv e of th e program if it is ev en of 
first priority . We also look for a h arv est 
in th e cold war wh en we dig in ou r pockets 
for foreign nations. 


Wh at h as concerned so many people is 
th e th ou gh t th at in foreign aid we may 
be fu lfilling th e role of a patsy . Th is is 
not a partisan issu e bu t a fu ndamental 
qu estion th at is difficu lt for a free nation 
to answer. It is easy for a nation su ch as 
Ru ssia to demand h er pou nd of flesh , bu t 
su ch is not in th e order of ou r political, 
economic and social sy stem. 
Bu t th e U.S. is ch anging, it seems, in 
th is matter and a new attitu de and ap- 
.proach to world affairs may be forth coming 
in th e month s and y ears ah ead. It will be 
marked by greater determination, by great­ 
er scru tiny of ou r friends and so-called 
friends and bv more calling of sh ots from 
Wash ington. Foreign aid, in sh ort, is likely 
to become more of a pu re tool th an a h u ­ 
manitarian program. 
And th e situ ation on foreign aid fairly 
well defines th e rest of th is session of Con­ 
gress. 
Th e Kennedy administration h as

United Nations Saved 
President Kennedy h as signed into law 
th e congressional bill au th orizing th e Unit­ 
ed States to pu rch ase as mu ch as $100 mil­ 
lion of th e $200 million United .\ations 
bond issu e — th e amou nt needed for th e 
deficiency -financing of U.N. operations in 
th e Congo and th e Middle East. 
It was th e amou nt originally asked by 
th e administration. Bu t it did not come 
easy . Earlier efforts to redu ce th e amou nt 
or to limit it by dollar match ing oth er na­ 
tions were stav ed off with effort. 
Actu ally th e United IVations was on 
trial. It was not wrong for critics to press 
th e bond proposal with prolonged debate. 
Fu ll discu ssion is a ch erish ed American in­ 
stitu tion. Bu t th e qu estion finally got down 
to th e h ard essence Wh ere cou ld we do 
better th an in an effectiv e United Nations? 
Th e answer is essentially th e same as th at 
giv en by Canada once wh en it was asked 


wh y it did not sev er its connections with th e 
British Empire. If it fou nd some of th e 
connections galling it cou ld not env ision 
an alternativ e nearly as good. 
Th e United States h ad a distressing ex ­ 
perience after World War I w'h en it reject­ 
ed th e Leagu e of Nations u nder th e fond 
delu sion th at if it refu sed to confront its 
world problems th ey w'ou ld disappear. Th ey 
didn’t and wh at migh t h av e been done to 
allev iate or solv e th em was not done and 
th e resu lt was catastroph ic. 
Th e United Nations is a v olu ntary or­ 
ganization and cannot compel its members 
to do any th ing. If it goes into debt carry ing 
ou t th e m ajority ’s directiv e becau se some 
of th e members refu se to pay th eir assess­ 
ments th en th e refu sal of th e oth ers to 
pick u p th e slack becomes a ju dgment on 
an innocent world organization rath er th an 
on th e defectors. 
Too Isolationist 


Th e month -long market with h olding ac­ 
tion by th e National Farm Organization 
h as been recessed. .Albeit th e NFO is strong 
in membersh ip and h ad earnest su pport 
in its efforts to ach iev e parity prices by 
direct action, th e contest made it clear 
th at th e farm weaponry of self-assertion 
Is no sh ort-rangs match for th e powers 
and th e h abits of th e market. Th e test 
cleared u p a few points. 
Th e NFO declared a non-political posi­ 
tion. It rejected alliances. It ov erestimated 
th e power of with h olding in an economy 
of abu ndance. 
It is not realistic to ignore politics in a 
cou ntry wh ere politics is an accepted and 
effectiv e force. Nor is it practical for a 
minority to spu rn alliances. Wh ere, in Min­ 
nesota, th ree minorities. Democrats, farm ­ 
ers and labor fou nd a common grou nd, 
th ey learned to ex ert a majority influ ence, 


and also fou nd th at th e th ree v ary ing in­ 
terests cou ld liv e and work togeth er. Th e 
NFO not only rejected th e prospect of su ch 
alliances, bu t remained content with dram ­ 
atizing th eir case in th e u rban and bu si­ 
ness commu nities. Certainly as long as 
u rban consu mers remained willing to bu y , 
th e problem of th e market and th e proces­ 
sors remained only one of maintaining su p­ 
ply . In a field of abu ndance th is is not 
u ndu ly difficu lt. Bu t neith er th e market nor 
th e processors can h old fresh meat v ery 
long. Th e observ ance of a few meatless 
day s a week cou ld h av e made a great dif­ 
ference in th e ou tcome of th e test. 
Wh atev er th e National Farm Organi­ 
zation may do to regrou p its forces, and 
th ere is no dou bt th at it will do some­ 
th ing, it will h av e to face th e fact, wh ich 
all agricu ltu re h as ov erlooked, namely th at 
isolation is a th ing of th e past.

$12 million sch ool bond issu e wh ich v oters 
will decide today . Th ere isn’t any dou bt 
th at a lot of people will oppose th e pro­ 
gram becau se it calls for an additional 
ex penditu re of money bu t it is h oped th at 
th ose wh o v ote th at way are in a small 
minority . 
It w'ou ld be an u nfortu nate tu rn of 
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ev ents if th e proposal were defeated Th e 
people of Lincoln are not faced with any 
particu lar th reat on th e su bject th at th ere 
is a seriou s responsibility th at th e pu blic 
h as an obligation to assu me. Th e people 
th emselv es mu st decide on th e kind of ed­ 
u cational sy stem we want and th ey will 
make th is decision today . 
If th e bonds are beaten, it will u n­ 
dou btedly h u rt th e sch ool sy stem in Lincoln. 
Ev en if th e Board of Edu cation went on to 
carry ou t its program with a regu lar an­ 
nu al* mill lev y , it wou ld be slowed down 
and wou ld be ru nning for y ears beh ind 
cu rrent demands. It wou ld place a strain 
u pon th e sy stem in ju st abou t ev ery cate­ 
gory — classrooms, laboratories, libraries 
and facu lty . 
And little tax gain wou ld be realized 
as a resu lt of th is approach .

Ch ina-India frontier. It h a s 
been ch arged by Indian poli­ 
tical key men th at Neh ru and 
.Menon a r e play ing fox in 
giv ing priority consideration 
to politics rath er th an allow­ 
ing military leaders a free 
h and to deal su mmarily with 
th e Ch inese inv aders. How­ 
ev er, th e sh owdowm is com­ 
ing, and th e Peiping war­ 
lords are obv iou sly spoiling 
for a figh t in th e h ope of en- 
snaiiing th e wh ole world in a 
nu clear conflict.

Elders Need Uniform Insurance 


B y ROBERT PETERSON 


The shelving of the Presi­ 
dent’s medicare plan has 
g i v e n private insurance 
firms a green light to show 
what they can do in meet­ 
ing health care needs of 
those past 65 


There are presently near- 
Iv 200 insurance companies 
offering assorted forms of 
elder health insurance. But 
with each firm extolling the 
merits of its particular pol­ 
icy—often in abundant, diz­ 
zying. and obtuse prose— 
it’s 
small 
wonder 
t h a t 
many older people are thor­ 
oughly confused as to which 
policy to buy. 


The first state in the na­ 
tion 
to 
standardize 
th e 
health insurance available 
to its elders was the Nut­ 
meg State, which last year 
saw ;12 of its leading in­ 
surance firms get together 
and create a single health 
insurance policy known as 
Connecticut 65. 


That joint jx)licy proved 
such an ingenious idea and 
smashing success that this 
month tv\o adjoining states 
are launching similar poli- 
cu'.s. 
Massachusetts 
h a s 
hU‘, ceeded in getting 43 in­ 
surance firms to sponsor 
her plan for those past 65. 
and New York hopes short­ 
ly to have some 75 insur­ 
ance firms backing hers. 


Here’s a capsule descrip­ 
tion of the New York 65 
plan—which offers benefits 
somewhat similar to those 
of the ConntH'ticut and Mas­ 
sachusetts plans and will 
likely set the pattern for 
similar 
policies 
in 
other 
states: 


“ We have two plans for 
elders—neither of which re­ 
quires a physical exam,” 
said Morton Miller, an in- 
s u r a n c e executive who 
heads the New York 65 
plan. “ First, there’s a basic 
policy which co.sts $10 a 
month. It’s similar to Blue 
Cross 
and 
other 
private 
plans for older people and 
pays for hospital care up to 
$18 a day for 31 days, hos­ 
pital charges up to $150. 
doctors fees in the hospital 
up to $145. nursing home 
charges up to $7.50 a day 
for 31 davs, and surgery up 
to $2.50. 
“ The 
second 
or 
major 
medical plan is our most 
important development. It 
costs $9 per month and pays 
for hospital care at $18 a 
day — after the 31 days of 
confinement offered by the 
basic policy: BO'- of costs 
exceeding $150 for hospital 
services and supplies; and 
nursing home benefits at 


S7.50 daily for 60 days. It 
also pays 80^7 of just about 
all other costs exceeding 
$75. including doctors bills 
in the home, office, and 
hospital, surgery, d r u g s 
and private duty nurses ” 


Can you be hospitalized 
more than once and still be 
covered*’ “ Yes. except that 
after 
receiving maximum 
benefits 
for one confine­ 
ment. 90 days must elapse 
before you are eligible for 
benefits 
covering 
another 
hospital confinement.”

It Sea ms To Me 


In the past two years, 
more and more women have 
started wearing pants. .And, 
they wear pants all year- 
round. I have no objection 
to this, if the hips aren’t too 
large. But 1 do object to ill- 
fitting pants! Often slacks 
are either too tight or too 
loose in the seat, or t h e 
crotch is too long or too 
short. Rarely do they fit as 
though they were c u s t o m 
made

tioned perfectly. This means 
they buy pants in the size 
closest to their 
measure­ 
ments. This is fine, b u t

they should alter the pants 
to fit properly. Here is how 
to make such alterations. 
The directions also apply to 
altering of men’s trousers. 
To take in or let out the 
seat: First, fit them on your­ 
self so the look is smooth, 
but with enough ease to sit 
and bend with comfort. Do 
this with pins, and then 
baste. Now rip out the old 
stitching and try the pants 
on again to be doubly sure 
they Rt. When the fit is per­ 
fect. machine stitch (see il­ 
lustration). 
If crotch is too short: Rip 
the inseams (the seams run­ 
ning into the trouser leg) 
down about 12 inches for 
long pants and as far as 
you can without touching the 
hem on shorts. Now, open 
both the back seat seam and 
front rise seam slightly — 
just enough so that the .seam 
allowances of the inseams 
are free. If the pants have 
never been altered, you will 
usually find enough seam al­ 
lowance to work with. It is 
wise to check this w h e n 
purchasing slacks. 
Let out seam as much as 
needed and restitch, taper­ 
ing off to meet the original 
stitching lines of the inseams

open.

Press. 
If the seam aOowance in 
the crotch of the pants you 
wish to alter is small, don’t 
bother with them. There is
